Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tiie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Miller requested clarification on the Examiner's interpritation of 
where in the prior art a one-piecce sleeve is taught. The Examiner believes Foster's one-piece outer portion 271 . as 
stated on page 7 of the final rejection. Further, Mr. Miller and the Examiner agree that Ishikawa does not teach - a 
sleeve travsersing the chamber wall. However, the Examiner pointed out that the rejection is on the basis of both 
Foster AND Ishikawa. Those limitations not explicitly stated by the Examiner as taught by Ishikawa are taught in the 
Foster reference. The combination is supported by Ishikawa's stated motivation {column 10 ; lines 20-28) - see 
Examiner's Final rejection page 10. 
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
